is i)einK made mure elastic for 
the purpose of keeping: nace 
with the se'ifimenl. nr what 
seems to be the sentiment, of 
the times. The trreat railroads 
of the country, which up to a 
short while iiffo were id-actifally 
under the control of the States 
of the Union, will within a few 
\ , :us 1)0 at«ofciteIy under con- 
trol of the Fedel«] Government, 
if not, the dreaded and moi-e de- 
plorable condition, of tJovern- 
inent ownership. ('oui)le this 
j-ieat force with the system of 
bunkingr, centralized at Wash- 
injrton. and we will have accom- 
plished a centralized tiovern- 
ment here which will control and 
-uvern the States of the Union, 
loavin^ to them only a renant 
of the soverign )J0\vers of which 
they were wont to boast. 

Great arteries of troiisporta- 
\'>.n under the i)iv.st.'iit law and 
ihe pending IhVv'. as cor,ti. nip!;'t- 
ed by the administration, ai'e 
u'radiially In'in;^- drawn into this 
centralizing foi'ce, and it is no 
surprise that its comijanion 
measure, desij,med for the pur- 
;). s!> cf centrali/.inji- the money 
of the people of Washintiton. 
should now find its way to our 
statue-hodks. It is a matter of i 
inditference v, iiat the present 
law may pix>vide. The real 
burninjr tjuestion is the estah- 
lishment of system.
